Owasippe Reservation and Near-In Camps Included 


The dream of new camps for Chicago area Scouts was virtually guaranteed 
at a meeting of the Council’s Executive Board on February 21, according to 
Robert W. Reneker, Council President. 

Money raised in the Camp Capital Campaign has been supplemented with funds from 
the Council’s contingent.endowment fund for the building of the “new” Owasippe and 
rebuilding of Camps Harrison, Kiwanis and Fort Dearborn, near-in camps located on lands 
controlled by the Forest Preserve District. 

The first phase of the camp construction program was completed with the opening 
of the short-term camp at Yorkville, Illinois, last November. Two new section camps at the 
Owasippe Scout Reservation, a new family camp, and central administration, maintenance, 
and food service facilities are a part of that development. 

Commenting on the action, Reneker said, “Although the contingent endowment fund 
will be reduced based on pressing needs for better serving boys today through these pro- 
jected grants, such action is deemed appropriate.” 

" - s ‘ The Executive Board instructed the Camp 
Development Committee to prepare detailed 
plans for the near-in camps, and submit 
them to the Board at its April meeting. It 
is the Board’s intention to finance the near- 
in camp program through a further ap- 
propriation from contingent endowment 
funds.
